Gutenberg was born in Main?, Ger- 
many

Well, he's the guy" who enabled 
later embryonic and full-fledged 
newspaper men to tell you each 
yiar that Washington was not ' all 
that he was cracked up to b?." thai 
Lincoln would have "flunked out" 
in college, that Valentine day is an 
old. old custom, that every general 
In history was greater than was 
estimated in his life or has been 
maltreated in subsequent years by 
historians, and Hint "Clin 
294 days off." 

Yes. Gutenberg "started some 
thing" as undoubtedly Johnnv 
Dancetune started something" 
when he revamped "Jazz." and gave 
it a new name, calling it "swing." 

Guttnbtrg merely invented th" 
process of movable metal - type 
printing, and now historians are 
aaying that he did so in 1436. or m 
1437. They all agree that he d>d so 
prior to 1840, therefore this year 
we are now celebrating the 501th' 
anniversary of his work. 

Declaring that the public should I 
think of Gutenberg as a vig^rour. | 
d«Urir.ined n.an who fought sue-! 
cessfully for an idea, invented \ 
printing, and thus contributed to; 
the riae of a new civilization, his 
torians are not mentioning the fact i 
this year that Gutenberg, genius ! 
though he was. ended his career a« 
so many other genius' "wound up.' | 

In 1450. Gutenberg entered a I 
partnership with one John Fust; 
five years later, they severed this 
connection, with Gutenberg being 
compelled to resign to Fust all the 
appliances and profits of his lnven 
lion. 



This is just a sample of the ex- 
clamation hearo. in any classrooom 
on the campus about this time of 
year, but a search into the records 
of the department of buildings and 
grounds reveals that tne present 
heating system is far superior to 
that of earlier times 

Back in the days of pompadours 
ano peg- topped pants, even when 
people wore more clothes than they 
do now. one might be stifling near 
the grate at one end of the room, 
and practically freezing at the back 

The first three buildings on the 
campus, the Administration build 
ing. White hall <the mens dormi- 
tory), and the Women's building, 
were heated centrally by the old 
boiler room back of the Adminis- 
tration building 

Neville hall and the old Law 
building got their heat from open 
grates, which may silll be seen. As 
one might suppose, the fireplaces 
cud not distribute heat properly, 
and students had alternate cases of 
chllbalns and prickly heat until the 
buildings were connected to the old 
heating plant in 1888 

Since it.s founders had not had the 
vision to see that the University- 
would grow as it has in 50 years, no 
provision was made for further cen- 
tral heating of the buildings to 
come 

Later on. the new structures had 
beating systems of their own. as in 
the cases of the Alumni hall and the 
Alumni gym. or they had Joint 
systems, such as was done in the 
rase of McVey hall and Kastle hall, 
and with Memorial hall and the Ag- 
riculture buildings. 

In 1937. when the present system 
was finished, all the buildings were 
connected centrally, and all old 
warming devices were discarded 
Now the only signs of the past are 
the old grates, a few broken stoves 
stored in tlie department of build- 
ings and grounds, and the smoke- 
stack of the old boiler room 

Thev mark the end of an old 
system, and the advent of a new 
and better one

••ciupulous chaprones. 

Quite popular then, and today 
reemlnglv forgotten, are the "ladles 
special" dances that allowed the 
coeds the privilege to break the 
men of their choice. Every dance 
always featured at least two of these 
"ladies special" numbers which did 
much to help curb the ego of many 
t ^elf centered gentleman. 

Today as the last strains of the 
orche.-tra's theme song die away, 
we are inclined to wonder what has 
become of the traditional "Home 
Swea t Home" so familiar in the 
early 'teens. No dance could end 
without this refrain to send the 
dancers homeward bound. It was 
the one outstanding characteristic 
Ot the early 'teen era without which 
no dance was complete.

A bit of writing regarded as a 
I classic by many in the University's 
department of journalism was the 
description of spring written last 
year Joy George H. Kerler. now re -
